It 
is really only a gigantic arch connect- 
ing a detached portion of the cJitf to 
the original bluff which faces the Wis- 
consin river, worn away by the action 
of the elements. As a curiosity of na- 
ture the bridge has a merely local rep- 
utation up to the present, due largely 
because of tbe difficulty of reaching it 
and the fact that until recently it was 
cut off from the outer world by lack of 
rail facilities. Even now one must ride 
for miles across the sandy bottoms and 
across a field to get to it

In yielding fodder this corn has all- 


other desirable characteristic, says 
Harper's Bazar. It remains green un- 
til after the seed is ripe. The yield o! 
this fodder is nearly double that of 
ordinary corn. The grain makes good 
flour and Is also a good popcorn. As 
a food product ii is cot quite so nutri- 
tious for live stock as Indian corn, but 
the margin ot difference is so slight 
that only scientific research is able Jo 
reveal it. in a given quantity it has 
been found that Indian corn has Si-T 
per cent of the substances that produce 
heat and fat and support muscular ef- 
fort. 
Kaffir corn produces 80.7 per 


cent of the same substances in the 
same quantity of corn. It is more dif- 
ficult, however, for the farmer to pre- 
pare the grain of Kaffir corn for food 
than the old-time corn. 
Kaffir cor* 


is harder and grittier and needs more 
grinding than its rival. Neither cat- 
tle nor swine make as great a growth 
in weight while being fed for market 
on Kaffir corn as en the old-time feeds, 
but an exhaustive experiment, made 
by the state agricultural coltege in 
Kansas in 1896, revealed that when cat- 
tle and hogs are fed together red Kaf- 
fir corn (the while Kaffir corn not be- 
ing so nutritious as the red) Is the 
best ration that can be used on the 
farm.

the cattle fail to uee in beefmaking the 
hogs absorb, and the minimum waste 
results. 
Elaborate tables have been 


made showing the superiority of Kaf- 
fir corn to all other kind* of corn for 
she western farmer, based upon the 
tact that it if a drought register, that 
It has tbe powtr to grow again after 
it has taken a "forced re«t and ihat it 
does not become "flred" as ordinary 
corn does in a time of hot winds.

norning while the snow was frozen 
lard and had found the trail. When 
hey tried to go back the crust wan 
lelted and they could not go. 
"But I do not think that that fs the 


worst feature of this winter'* deep 
now. I found that the dogs were mak- 
ng havoc with the deer all over that t 
eglon and from reports that I nave ot 
h* region farther east and north I 
hould say that the same la true ot the 
ntire upper pan of the state. 
On* i 


morning I found four dead deer beside 
the road where they had been killed by 
he dogs. They were bUteu about the 
neck and torn till they fell Sown from 
oss of blood and were then destroyed. 
Jut they are not eaten wholly—in tact, / 
.he dogs devoured only the hams of 
their hind legs. They then left them 
and went after more deer to kill.
